The number of new buildings commenced daring the

year amounts to 1,670, being an excess or 480 over the
number commenced daring the previous year. Of thses
1,12m wore completed, wblcb, with those remaining an*
finished at the date or last report and since completed,
makes 1,607 completed during the peat year.

nil huald bcilmnu,
now in course of erection end nearly completed, although
commenced prior to January, 1866, on aocount of ibe
superior quality of the materials of which U is composed,
aod the mechanical skill displayed la its construction,
together with the very ooaspicuous location it occupies,
¦a worthy of special notice. This structure is situated at
the Junction of Broadway, Park row and Ana street Its
dimensions are 20 fset 7 inches in width on Broadway,
30 feet 6 inches on Park row, and 88 feet on Ann street
lie extreme depth Is 104 feet by 54 feet 5 inches in width
on the rear. It is divided into five spacious stories and
a basement, the firth story being enclosed with a man¬
sard roof. The external walls ere of unusual thickness,
and are constructed of the first quality of hard burnt
Vicks, laid in the best manner. The street
.onta are fhoed with white marble. The floors
en each story rest upon wrought iron beams, with
"Chad brick work built between the same The floor
beams throughout, la addition to their resting npon and
being securely anchored to the external walla, are sup¬
ported by two rows of wrought iron girders of gn«at
tarensth, extending the entire depth of the ballding and
resting upon massive cast Iron columns, having founda¬
tion piers of solid masonry. The various staircases and
entire roof framing are of wrought and cast iron. From
this brief statement it will be seen that neither cost nor
pains has been spared to reader this edifice not only mag¬
nificent in appearance but also thoroughly proof against
the attacks of fire. A magnificent building has been
erected on the southeasterly corner of Madison avenue
and Twenty-sixth street for the use ol the .American
Jockey Club. Its dimensions are 50 feet in width, 76
feet in depth and 5 stories In height; the wall* are 20
and 16 inches In thioknees, and the front is of white
marble ol' elegant design and finish. It is covered with
a mansard roof of a substantial and highly ornamental
character.

On the 21st day of Mav, 1866, the building known as

toe Academy of Music, located on the northeast corner
of Fourteenth street and Irving place, was destroyed by
Ore. It having been made known to me that the trus¬
tees of the Academy intended to rebuild on the old pre¬
mises I proceeded to hold a survey upon the walls then
standing in order thai I raurbt determine what or
portions of the same were tn -a condition to be built
upon and what parts should l»e taken down. Deeming
the matter one of unusual public importance I invited
tbe examining committee of the American institute or
Architects to take part in the survey, aud on tbe 1.5th
day of June the survey was held, and a written report

on the subject, dotalltug the defective and unsafe
portions of the walla. A copy of this report was trans-
mKted to the trustees of the Academy, and the con¬
demned portions of the walls were taken down. In
July plans and speclOcattuns for portion* of a newhulfdlut; wore submitted to me and approved. On the
1Mb ilav of Pecomber, when the building was nearly com¬
pleted, tiis Honor Rocordor Hackelt called the attention
of the Grand Jury to Us insecurity ; a ropy or all cor¬
respondence had upon the subject, together with a copy
of the report of the survey held upon the wails, was im¬
mediately forwarded to the Grand Jury, with an otter to
render any assistance in my power to enable them U>
reach an -nielligent conclusion in the matter. I received
no answer a? to what wits done by them I was never
officially informed. It was reported, however, in the
pablic newspapers that an examination win had upon
the building, and the roof declared faulty and insecure.
in what particular was not staled.I endeavored to ascer¬
tain but have been unable to succeed. I, togetherwith'several architects of undisputed ability and repu¬
tation have since made a thorough examination of tne
roof, and they agree with me in reporting the roof to
be well constructed, and Rafe and secure in every par-
ticular. ir the Grand Jury had evidence to^ con¬

Of tbe number of tenement houaea ezaaniaedby the
inanectora ainca June lit, 1862. 727 ware reported bytheuTaa requiring ire escapee. The cuetomnry notices
were tmoed ia *1 thaae, and ao far aa wae practicable,
served npon the ownara of aaid buildings respectively.In 699 cases tba requirements of the law were complied
wab and tba buildings furnished with proper fire-proof
bra escapee,leaving n balance of twentv-olghl not yet pro-vlJrTW «>..» necessary appliance*. In my UM
report there wars forty tenements remaining unprovided
with escapes' these structures belonged almost eslirsiy^^TK'nUK or were parte of unsettled eetat*. thus
rendering tba service of notlcee, in the manner required
by law a matter of great difficulty and loss of
time. Since that data, however, a number of
the proper partiee to notify have b«en found,
the formal noUose served, and in

the requisite appliances ware placed up¬

There aro at present a very Urge number of tene-
rn-nt houses In this city in a very dangerous con¬
dition in case of tire and it is very much to be regretted
that a provision ot this kind cannot reach them also.
The onlt remedy Tor these existing evils is In compelling
the owbent to n strict observance of every requirement
set forth in the law, with such amendments as may he
secured boreafter, and devising some moans by which an
alarm can be sounded in theso houses in caso of fire.
During tho year 314 tenement Jiooses wore com¬

menced and 249 were completed; these houses, I am
happy to state, are generally of a far superior character
to those erected in former year , and have been con-
struriod with a greater regard for the safety, health and
comfort Of those compelled to oceupy them. Substan¬
tial fireproof fire escapes are put on every building re¬
quiring tbe rfrtne, and those exempt by Inw from sneh
appliances are provided with stairways leading to the

r<*ln addition to tbe amendments already suggested jiconnection with these buildings, I am of opinion that the
practice or building front and rear tenement house*, six
stor es high, on one city lot. should be prohibited, unless
bniit tiro proof throughout, and the buildings that now
are or m»v hereafter he erected, to contain or i»e occu-
.ied by more than three families, should be provided
with umw .mbue'iblo woodhou-ee, If in tbe collars. ThatJhe tele and u.rsge of lufismitiable msteiials should be
nrohlWted in the-o bmldiog*, or if sllowwl oniy in such
manner and in ancb quanriiies as to prevent, beyond all
possibility, any daurer 10 life and properly.

TUK .-rWIIMC OF COURlHTfflLE*

On ib.* subject the Inspector of Buildings say*:.
Tho Metropolitan Fire t'onranesloner* are authorized,

empowered and ipeoially Charted with lha duties of regu¬
lating and enforcing all that portion of tint law in relation
to the keeping and muring of gunpowder, firework* and
other combustible mat- rials la tho city of New York, and
are required to examine all atom* and the pipea thereto,
boiler*, kettles, and *Wo all chemical apparatus which in
their opinion may be dangerous m causing or promoting
firiiM, and also the place* where e*b«* may be deposited,
and upon finding any of tbem defective or dangerous
said communlonec* shull direct the owner or orcupant of
said premises, respectively, either by a prioted or a writ¬
ten notice, to alter, remove or amend tho same in such
manner and within such reasonable time as tbey may
denm necessary. These provisions, although not as
stringeot aa mr Judgment dlctatod they should be, were
urawu by me and engrafted into the prr°ent Build¬
ing law. Tbey were, however, during the
pendency of tbe said act in tbe last legisla¬
ture. at the suggestion of the Commissioner*
of tbe Metropolitan Fire Department placed under their
care end supervision, and aa tbe number of persons com¬

prising that department waa amply sufficient to carry
the same into complete operation, and the dlacharge of
the duties incident thereto did not require any mechan¬
ical know ledge I also considered, and am still of the
opinion, that sftcb provisions properly belong to said
department, and the aame should therefore be stricken
from the Building lawLja their preeenee therein Is a
useless incumbrance to no act and ia calculated lo mis-
lend and smberraas thane of our cllisens who may from
time to time desire to avail themselves of the protection
which said provisions properly dispoeed of and efficiently
enforced would afford.

FINANCIAL ANO COMMERCIAL.

Momv*t, Jan. 21.4 P. II.
Tins has been a dull da? la Wall street, the inclemency

of the weather baring aggravated the prevailing indis¬
position to extend operation*. On the Stock Exchange
the transactions were smaller than usual, eren In periods
of the greatest stagnation, and a sort of lethargy warned
to creep over business of all kinds. There was an ab¬
sence of pressure either to sett or to buy, except to a

moderate extent, and bonce prices fluctuated very
slightly.
The gold market waa very Arm, and, after opening at

198K, advanced to 1ST. Subsequently It reacted to 13«X
and then recovered to ISAXi the closing quotation.
Loaaa were made without interest and at 3 a 7 per
oeut for carrying. A telegram from Washington this
afternoon announces the passage by the House of
Representatives of a bill providing for the pnbllc ml#
of gold after not lean than six day notice The bill, as

reported by the Ways aad Means Committee provided,
K Is stated, that only four day's notice should be given,
the amount and time of the sales being left to the
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. It will
strike nay practical mind, however, that tlx days' no¬

tice is toe short, and that the time of selling aad the
amount to bo sold should be strictly defined in the act.
The notice should be published at least fifteen days la
advance of the Rale, and the amount to be Bold at any
ono time should be limited to live millions. Other¬
wise It is easy to see that speculators may profit
by secret Information, and that the public
will be constantly in doubt as to how much gold the
Treasury Is going to sell and the time of its sale. The
money market, too, will be liable to perturbations if the
Secretary is not limited as to amouot, and the mere offi¬
cial announcement of a sale of a large amount within
aix days would be Rnfflcient to create a flurry on the
Mock Exchange. The Senate should therefore amend
the bill as It stands, and pay no heed to the wishes of
the Secretary of the Treasury in this important matter.
Our legislators will at the same time do well ta remem¬
ber that there is more danger in selling than in hoarding
the Treasury gold, and that neither the customs nor in¬
ternal revenue receipts will be nearly as large In the
future as they have been in the past. The
present act should be so amended as to leave the sur¬

plus above at least a hundred millions only available
for sale. Gold is the cheapest commodity at present
purchasable with greenbacks in the United Slates, and
the government will consult Its interest best by holding
as much of it as possible. By the text of the bill, which
is as follows. It will be seen that compound Interest
notes are to be reoelvod, with the accrued interest added,
in payment for the coin sold, an excellent provision for
preventing monetary stringency arising from the sales:.
Bo It enacted. That after the passage of this act. when¬

ever any sale shall be made of coin from the Treasury of
the I'nited States, public notice of not leu than six davs
shall be given by advertisement In one dally newspaper
In each of the cities of Washington and New York, drsig-
nating the amount to bo offered, inviting proposals for
any part thereof, naming the place and the hour up to
which such sealed proposals will be received, the l»rros
of payment, and when and where such proposals shall
be opened. Such proposals shall be addressed to the
Assistant Treasurer at New York, and shall bo
opened by blm In the presence of such persons at
may choose to attend, at the time designated in tbo
notice, and no proposal shall be considered unless ac¬
companied bv a certificate of depoatt In the Treasury of
the United States of five per centum of the amount of
coin bid for In such proposal, whioh shall be received as
part pay for the coin bid for, when tbe proposal is
accepted, or refunded to tbe party making the same
when not accepted, and payments may be received (or
coin thus disposed of in compound Interest notes, with
the interest accrued thereon. The Assistant Secretary,
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall
have the risbt to re|ect tbe whole or any part of such
proposals, provided that none but tbe highest bid shall
bo accepted; and in case of different bids at the same
rate, said bida aball be accepted pro rata.
